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HE Followers and Supporters of Faélion, 
muft be either Slaves or Tyrants, accogding 
as their Affairs profper or go backward. 
When they are under (but when that is, 
one cannot fo readily form a Judgment. by 

their Behaviour) they muft give up their Voices, Hearts 
and Underftandings, with whatever Scraps of Con- 
fcience they are ftill Mafters of, to the fole Manage and 
Direction of their FirS# Movers : Becaufe with rhem is 
intrufted the whole Secret of their Jntcre/? ; and that is 
their moft found and lafting, if not their only Princi- 
ple. When they are in Power, (and the bare Putting 
of that Cafe will pleafe them ftrangely) they muft {train 
it to the Height,: and fiupprefs all Oppofition whatever, 
tho’ regularly advanced under Covert of the Laws; 
filence al) Enquiries into their Characters and Proceed- 
ings; and purfue the Guilt of a bufy and daring Hone- 
fry, even to the Forfeiture of every thing that Free and 
Vertuous Men hold Dear atid Valuable: This they 
muft do, becaufe their Methods, either of acquiring o¢ 
of retaining Power, will not bear a true Light; and 
their Condneét is too full. of Abfurdities, to fiand the 
Examination.ot plain Reafoning and Argument. Now 
the firft fore of Behaviour is certainly that of Slaves and 
Vaffals : The fecond that of Tyrants and Oppr<(fors ¢ And 
both together make up a Character, which human Na- 
ture fhrinks from, as moft contrary to its Dignity and 
Happipefs ; neither is it poflible for us to find To 
Wir iP that carry with them a greater Load of Infamy. 
I know very well, that the Whigs endeavour to avoid 
the Reproaches due to them on this head, by pronoun 
cing with an audible Voice, and often repeating the 
agreeable well-turnd Trifyllable, Liber.y. Thus Mouate- 
banks hold up their Poyfon between Finger and Thumb, 
and cry out, Heairb ! Health! Ob the ineftimable Blef- 
fings of Health! Thus have 1 known a venerable Cheat 
deafen an Afflembly of Citts with Jond Exclamations 
of Charity! Charity! Whilft the reft of his Jargon hath 
been entirely fpent in calling all his Neighbours Trai- 
tors and Villains; fuch only excepting, who had bid 
faireft for deferving thofe Chri/Hian and Moderate Ap- 
pellations. 

There is a Necefliry, which the Friends to Fadlton are 
under, of running imo thefe oppofire and dangerous 
Extreams. Becaufe, as 1 betore obferv'd, they have 
but one folid unalterable Principle, which is Se/f-dnte- 
refte-Now Self-Intercff, where it is thus Predominant, 
makes no difference between Wrong and Right, and 
reconciles the greateft Conrradigtions. For tho’ .it, is 
very difficult, if nor abfolutely impoflible, for intelli- 
- rational Keings to bring themfelves to be perfectly 

ndiffarent as to their Opinions and Specuiative Notions 
of Vice and Vertue, fo as to diftern no apparent Dif 


» Fetence either of Beaury or Deformity between thein 5 
| yetasto the Prattiea] Part, they may very eafily attain 
) this Indolent Lethargick State: either by being fo whol- 


ly intent, wpon the fingle Object ot Later j?y that no 
other Ideas thall be able to make any Impretlions upon

prefentations of Things, which are invented on pur- 
pole to cafta Mift over the Minds of Men, and to take 


E away the Common Diflinstions of Good and kvil: Or 


lay, by entertaining a firong Perfyalion, that thie 
their Fortunes, are 
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an ample Equivalent for any other Charatter. Hence 
it is, ha Faction, which i panes elfe but a Confede- 
racy (or to give it a fofter)Name).a Society, erected for 
the Encouragement of sfuarice and Ambition, finds 
Means to Betray its Patrons and Followers into fo many 
monftrous , Abfurdities, and fuch barefac'd Violences, 
not only againtt the Light of Nature, againft Moral and 
Drwine Precepts, and the Laws of their own Country ; 
but even againft that very Syflem of Politicks, and thofe 
P meee 40 and Meafures themfelves formerly laid down, 
by which to Steer and Regulate their Actions. A 
bynsift cannot be fo quick and dextrous in mingling 
and changing Cvl/oxurs mito “ih as they are in ihife: 
ing Sentiments and working Wonders upon their very 
Souls, in the way of Metamorphofi:. or Transformation. 
Naturalis obferve, that the general Flux of our Bodies 
is fully pertorm’d and compleated in Seven Years: Af- 


ter which Revolution,.. we have not fo much as one 


individgal Atom or Particle of the fame Ficth, Sinew, 
Blood, or Bone, that,was before in us. 

Thus yit fares with our Ignobler Part ; and thus the 
Ignobler Part of a Whig, his Mind is perpetually Giving 


and Taking; and in cheCompafs of much fewer Years 
iy of a Month or .a Week, grows perfectly un- 


ke its former Self; and Alters by “Choice, tho’ ver 
feldom for the Better. What moft farprizes us in thefe 
Philojophical Cosrfes is, that this very Uncertainty and 
Conrrariety in the Elements of their Compolition, 
proves the beft Remedy and Prefervative aganft Mer- 
tatty, that the Party could poffibly invent. For the 
Change is fometimes fo throughly made, that the Whs 
retains fcaree any thing of all that he was lately in of 
feflion of, except only the Viwels and Confonants, which 
compofe that important Monv/yllible > And you fhall 
often hear fome of the Tribe complaining, that even 
this very Mame is a Contrivance of their Enemies, and 
was given them without their own Confent and Appro- 
bation. Bur tho’ Self contradiation and Inconfifiency, 
either in Principle or Practice, be a very great Blemith: 
and Reflection upon the Charaéter of Men of high and 


‘pompous Pretenfions, yet Jntereft, which occafions this 


ault, is obliged to excufe it-too; and becaufe Jutere/t 
never Lyes, therefore all Juftifications of that nature 
may be fafely reliedon; and thofe, who claim the Be* 
nefit of them, are Men of ftrict Veracity and fincere 
Lovers of Truths. An Inftance or two will Iluftrate 
this whole Matter. Going one Day into a Church-yard in 
the Country, among other Amufements, I fumbled by

“ZOE Rebel in the City, a Subjeét at Whitehall; a Convert at 


the Savoy, a Prote/tant at Oxford ; a sy ~"¥00 with 
the Saints, and an Atbeift at the Green Ribbon Club; 
who ferved Two Maffers, without being Faithful to 
either; who play'd at Tennis with Three Kingdoms, for 
the fake of a Great Bett then depending, and is now 
(his dwn Peace be with him) gather’d to his Anceftors. 
After a Thoufand fuch Exploits, and the beft Variety 
of State-Paftures that ever 1 beheld, this Learned Ma- 
chiavil would ftill Infift and Maintain, with great Gra- 
vity of Face and Strength of Argument, That he had 
never Chang’d in all his Life ; t he was the fame 
Man from his Cradle ; and, That whatever Faults or 
Misfortunes hisEnemies pleafed to lay to his Charge,thcy 
could never fix Inconfiftency upon his Charaéter. The 
Reafons for this odd Aflertion were fhort, but “a 
clear, and of great Weight and irrefiftible Force.

becaufe they imply freedom of Thinking, and the exer- 
cife of the Wilf and Judgment, which ought entirely to 
be refign'd and given up to the arbitrary Pleafure of 
the Community. Thefe Errors among private Members 
otien feparate between Intere/f and Principle, which are 
Incorporated, and made One by the Party ; and thzre- 
fore ise had much rather receive’ and cherifh your 
Chart Bianc and Rafa-Tabula-Men, who are of no Prin. 
ciple at all, whom they can make more entirely their 


-own: And there have not been wanting Asbors of 


Note among us, who have publickly advisd the World 
to Train up their Children in this hopetul and approved 
way of Education. 

The better to juftifie this Account of the Fiffion, I 
fhall here draw up a thort Scheme of the feveral Noto- 
rious Abfurdities and Self-contradifHons which they have 
been guilty of in the @ourfe of their Condu& for fome 
Years laf paft.

PoffefJor's, was Indefeazable, Unalterable, and Diving, 
In 1705; One Campaign more was fuiticient : In 1712, 
The having no more Campaigns was Unjafe and Di/- 
honourable, \n 1699 ; An Alée might have Time viven 
him: In1710; They muft all Sign the fame ‘Day. 
About Two Years ago, Dunkirk was not worth haying : 
Laft Year, it was too Formidable to be Kept: Ang 
now, Demolifhing it fignifies nothing. The Pretend 
was lately Burn'd ; and came to Life yefterday. Lag 
Month, a Family was to be fet afide, and the next, Ojie 
of them will be over. The Hungarians, who fight for 
their Religion and Liberties, are Rebel and the Catalan;, 
who are Bigots to Popery, and the Subjeéts of a King 
made by the People, are our Poor Brethren in Dijfre(;, 

Becaufe this La/? Cafe hath been unfairly flared and in- 
vidioufly ure’d, inthe Pamphlets and Difconrfes of our 
Adverfaries, | fhall offer a Word or two upon that 
Subje&t : Tho’ fome Part of the Obje&ion hath: been 
already fully explain’d and anfwer'd, in a Faéhions and 
Seditious Libel, called, The Publick Spirit of the Whics, 
It is on all Hands acknowledged, that nothing can more 
become the Dignity and Juftice of the Brith Monari/,y, 
than to aflere the Rights and Liberties of a People in 
it’s Alliance ; and this, I dare pronounce, Her M.——, 
out of Her known Piety indi Goodnefs, hath Labour’ 
to bring about, and in a great Meafure effected.

It is but very lately, that they would have treated us in 
our Shipping as Pirates, if they had not been aw’d by 
the Neighbourhood of Port Mabon. lf after all, they 
will hold out to the laft, and nor let K. Philip take from 
them their Cloaks, under which they carry Daggers and 
Piftols, for the conveniency of Murdering with greater 
Privacy and Difpatch, and gave the Englifb at leaft 5co 
Inftances of that Sort of Bravery, (as the Gentlemen 
employ‘d in that Service have inform’d me) Lhope we 
fhall at leat be excus'd, if we do not receive them in 
Britain among the Number of Refugees and Poor Perjt- 
cuted Proteftants. 
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
